Deals wherein no 1 
stock evor changed hands boing more a I 
matter of bookkeeping in which the 
firm never forgets to charge up commis­ 
sions, margins aud interest were‘admit­ 
ted by Gaylord, who also told of the 
employment of relatives’ names and the 
use of an insane m an’s name in the ac­ 
counts. 
At the time of the failure they were 
short $1.70,000 in bonds, face value, mid 
6000 shares of st«MQ|iu New York. 
It was admitted b f l k e witness the 
failure was doe to their own specula­ 
tion by which they hoped to win and 
pay off their indebtedness, estimated 
to be something near $300,000. 
As to 
tho missing collateral, left with tho 
firm s customers, attached to promisory 
notes, Gaylord admitted all had been 
hypothecated with banks as security for 
loans to the firm. 
Thoro was no ap­ 
parent desire to conceal anything con­ 
cerning the involved transactions of the 
firm on Gaylord’s part, and the revela­ 
tions he made were, more astonishing 
to the creditors assembled, because of 
the confidence 
and
